dollar of sales in 1919. 
Mr. Wil­ 
son made public profit and sales 
of 81 American corporations. 
“These 81 corporations with an 
invested capital and 
surplus 
of 
about five and two thirds billion of 
dollars handled about nine and one 
half billion dollars worth of busi­ 
ness in 1919, which netted nearly 
600 millions of dollars in profits, 
said Mr. Wilson. 
The combined business of the 
packers was about three and one- 
half billion, with an aggregate net 
profit of a little more than $34,000,- 
000. The combined business of the 
other 76 corporations was alwmt six 
billion, or double that of the five 
packers on which they received ag 
gregate net profits of $555,000,000 
a^v compared with $34,325,471 for 
the five packers. 
In speaking of the relations be­ 
tween m eat packing companies and 
their employes Mr. Wilson said. 
“The problem of reduction in the 
cost of living rests largely with 
those who produce.

MEXICO’S NEW PRESIDENT. 
Mexico has had a presidential elec­ 
tion and has come through it without 
starting a civil war 
or 
even a riot. 
That is one of the most remarkable 
facts of modern times. 
Scarcely any­ 
body believed Mexico to be capable of 
accomplishing 
it 
and 
the 
fact 
that she has accomplished it is natur­ 
ally taken as a hopeful sign. Perhaps 
she is getting down at last. 
The man whom sh#e has chosen as 
her president is General Alvaro Obre- 
gon, the Mexican best known to'Ihe 
people of the United States with the 
exception of Francisco Villa. 
What 
sort of president he will make remains 
to be seen, but his career and his ut­ 
terances permit 
one 
to harbor 
the 
hope that he will not make a bad one. 
He is a soldier, the best soldier Mex­ 
ico has. 
Military presidents are by 
no means the best sort, as a rule, but 
Mexico is a special case and probably 
requires special treatment. The chan­ 
ces are that only a military man and 
a good one at that can rule Mexico at 
present. 
If Obregon turns out to be a mili­ 
tary man wTho is not a militarist, Mex­ 
ico will probably be better off than 
at any time in a good many years. 
Judging from the things he has said. 
Obregon has fairly liberal ideas and 
has no desire to set himself up a des­ 
pot. 
Nevertheless, he is a “ man on 
horseback,” as the French wrould say, 
and one never can tell how far or how7 
hard a “ man on horseback’’ will ride 
or how7 much regard he will have for 
fences or the rules of the road or the 
rights of humble pedestrians.

events he seems to be personally the 
strongest man that Mexico has had 
since Diaz and it will be interesting 
to see what he does.

FORESTS AND THE COST OF LIV 
ING. 
How7 large a part of the high cost 
of living may be traced ultimately to 
the wholesale destruction of Amer­ 
ican forests? 
Probably a larger part 
than most people would be inclined to 
think. 
The destruction 
of 
forests 
without adequate replacement of the 
timber supply has made a shortage 
of lumbar which is felt in many ways. 
Perhaps the most direct and most ob­ 
vious way in which it is felt is in the 
high cost of lumber for building pur­ 
poses; but this 
is only 
one 
way in 
many. 
Wood plays a part in an enor­ 
mous number of industries and is an 
essential ingredient of a majority of 
the products made by man. 
In all 
these industries the shortage of wood 
is felt and the prices of all these pro­ 
ducts are 
higher 
because 
wood is 
scarce and expensive. 
Forest conservation in this country 
started very late because for a long 
time men could not bring themselves 
to realize that there would ever be 
any need of it. 
Our forests were so 
vast that the timber supply seemed 
practically illimitable.

Governor Coolidge in a speech at 
Portland, Maine, takes his cue from 
the latest shift of his chief and con­ 
d em n s the policy of isolation which 
hitherto the 
republican 
candidates 
have petted and coddled so sweetly. 
“Ever since this nation was establish­ 
ed,“ he orates, “ever since it adopted 
as its emblem the splendor of the ris­ 
ing dawn, it has never been isolated. 
All the earth has turned to that vision 
of hope. 
Not isolated, but independ­ 
ent, free, rendering service to all man­ 
kind, not on compulsion, but in re­ 
sponse to the 
national 
conscience. 
The republican party resents the im­ 
putation that it seeks to do any less 
than render that service now.” 
W hat do these high sounding de­ 
clarations boil down to? 
They boil 
down to this: Governor Coolidge de­ 
nies that this country’s policy in the 
past has been a policy of isolation. He 
says that wre have always been ready 
to help the rest of the world when our 
conscience told us that we ought to do 
so. 
He says that this relation to the 
rest of the w7orld which has existed in 
the past is the proper relation for us 
to maintain and he says that the re­ 
publican party is in favor of maintain­ 
ing it 
“ We have always been ready 
to render service,” he says, “w7hen 
w7e conceived that it was our duty to 
do so and in similar contingencies in 
the future we shall be ready to ren­ 
der service again.” 
W hat hope of checking and regu­ 
lating war is there in this plan? 
Gov­ 
ernor Coolidge says that this country 
has never been isolated but has al­ 
ways played a proper, worthy and 
helpful part. 
Perhaps it has, but in 
that case w7hat it has done has not suf­ 
ficed to avert many terrible calami­ 
ties. 
W ar has followed war, each one 
more terrific than the last, until in 
1914 began the greatest of all wars, a 
struggle which almost destroyed civ­ 
ilization. 
This country’s willingness 
to be of service to all mankind did not 
avert the world war. 
W hat reason 
is there for supposing that if wre main­ 
tain in the future the same relation­ 
ship to other nations and practice the 
same international 
policy 
that 
we 
have maintained and practiced in the 
past our influence will be a particle 
more effective for the maintenance of 
world peace than it has been in past 
years 
There is no reason whatsoever for 
supposing that it will. 
On the con­ 
trary. every intelligent person knows 
that it will not. 
The Coolidge plan 
has been tried and 
found 
wanting. 
Under that plan recurrent wars have 
claimed millions of lives and civiliza­ 
tion was brought to the verge of ruin 
by the wrorst war ever known upon 
earth. 
Experience has proven that if 
the influence of America is to be ex­ 
erted effectually for the prevention or 
regulation of w7ar, 
w7e 
must 
adopt 
some other plan than the one which 
we have followed all these years and 
which Mr. Coolidge praises so gran­ 
diloquently. The only other plan that 
has been proposed,

of success is the League
